"Whatever we wanted had r to be 
provided bv ourselves, and we were 
given nothing extra unless it was 
paid for. In addition to Ihe stables, 
there were a number of wooden 
ahanties, which were dignified by the 
name of 'barracks.' Little light was 
provided, except what the inmates 
themselves could improvise, and the 
conditions were altogether most in¬ 
tolerable." ^ 

On hts arrival at Ruhleben dh Nov. 
28. Sir Timothy was sent into (a sta¬ 
ble lift with five others. The place 
was six or eight yards in length, and 
six feet wide, and for a considerable 
time they were obliged to sleep on 
straw beds.

Serious Consideration of the Under 
taking la Now Being Made 

For a long time past a tubmarinal 
tunnel connecting Dover in England| 
with Calais in France has been re¬ 
garded as practicable from both tW 
enginrrring and thc economic points 
of view. So far the project has been 
looked on as one for private enter¬ 
prise, and as such it would at any 
time for a third of a century have at¬ 
tracted the capital ngeessary for its 
construction. The great obstacle in 
the way has been the force, at times 
only passive but sometimes actively 
antagonistic, of public opinion in both 
countries, but especially in Britain. 
Early in thc career of the Nineteenth 
Century magazine it published a for¬ 
mal protest sgainst the propoml, 
signed by four hundred of the most 
prominent and eminent British states¬ 
men, business men, publicists, aad 
literalors, one of the last named being 
Lord Tennyson, the Laureate. 

The chief fear on the part of the 
protestants was the break the tunnel 
| would make in the insulation of 
| Great Britain. She might still bc 
"covupassed by the inviolate sea," 
but it might be possible for the con¬ 
tinental invadet to reach her by land 
through thc taunel. John Bright, in 
one of the Parliamentary discussions 
on the project, ridiculed those who 
had any fear of Britain being con¬ 
quered by Invaders coming into the 
country through a "hole in thc 
ground," but the scheme became in¬ 
ert and continued so for a generation. 
It has recently shown signs of re¬ 
surrection as a result of the Franco- 
British Alliance, and it seems un¬ 
likely that any serious exception will 
now be taken on the ground of s pos¬ 
sible hostile invasion that could fiot 
be prevented by the British navy] 

It is hardly likely that the Gov¬ 
ernments of the two countrise will, 
after their experiences during xhk 
Pfest two years, including the Briti^i 
defence of the Sues Canal, consent 
to the construction of the Channel 
tunnel as a private work. If it is to 
be kept free from obstructive com¬ 
plications, and to reach the maximum 
of usefulness for all purposes of peace 
and war, it must be constructed, op¬ 
erated and owned as a dual-govern¬ 
ment scheme. As such it would 
serve as a strong and probably an 
enduring bond between the two coun¬ 
tries, all the more so because oftts 
effect in expanding passenger traffic 
between Britain and France, the lat¬ 
ter becoming even more than it is at 
present the gateway of the continent 
to the Islanders. 

There are no serious engineering 
obstacles to overcome. Most of the 
way the borings would be through 
chalk, easy to penetrate and imper¬ 
vious to water. The undertaking 
would, ia fact, be no more difficult 
than the Sarnia tunnel, though it 
would take somewhat longer to com¬ 
plete. All such works have been made 
indefinitely easier of both construc¬ 
tion and operation by the modern 
applications of electric energy. It is 
proposed to construct two tubes at 
first, but it need cause no surprise if 
others are soon found necessary. — 
Toronto Globe.

Naturalisation 

It is not necessary for anyone pur¬ 
chasing or owning lands anywhere in 
Western Canada to become a British 
subject unless he so desires. The 
majority of those who have settled in 
the Canadian West from foreign 
countries have, however, become citi¬ 
zens. “ Canadian naturalisation laws 
are very liberal. Those who are not 
British subjects, but now are located 
in Canada, may transact business and 
own real estate here as much or as 
long as they choose without becom¬ 
ing naturalized. They are also allow¬ 
ed to vote (providing they own pro¬ 
perty) on all but national issues, and 
upon becoming naturalized tbe privi¬ 
lege of voting upon national issues is 
extended to them. 


Lake Shipments Are Interesting 

For the crop year ending August 
31st, 1916, there were 1,019 cargoes 
shipped from the twin ports of Port 
William and Port Arthur, at the head 
of Lake Superior, in Canadian vessels 
and 830 in American vessels, totalling 
in all 330,572,600 bushels. In compar¬ 
ison with the crop year of 1914-1915 
thc shipments were more than 200- 
000,000 bushels more, for in the year 
there were 617 Canadian cargoes and 
95 American, making a total of 101,- 
158,902 bushels of all grains. In 1913- 
1914 there were 788 Canadian car- 
goei and 350 American cargoes total¬ 
ling 187,9773^71 bushels shipped from 
thc twin ports.

INFORMATION FOR 
FARMERS BUYING 

LIVE STOC* 


| 1. The livestock branch has a 
staff of men at work in the west¬ 
ern provinces, whose duty it will 
be during November to encour¬ 
age the purchase by fanners of 
feeding and breeding cattle, with 
the view of preventing their ex¬ 
portation or slaughter. 

2. Mr. D. M. Johnson, markets 
representative of the branch at 
the Union Stockyards, St Boni¬ 
face, Manitoba, is in charge of the 
wcrk. 

3. The branch pays reaaonabe 
travailing expenses of farmers or 
their representatives purchasing 
atock at the local stock yards. 

4. The Bankers' association of 
western Canada, through their 
branch banks, will support and 
co-operate in this movement It 
is understood that they will ass¬ 
ist in financing ft The branch 
bank managers can furnish in¬ 
formation regarding the policy. 

5. Farmers, under special cir¬ 
cumstances, desiring to person¬ 
alty consult an officer of the bran¬ 
ch respecting the purchase of 
cattle, should apply direct to Mr. 
Johnson. Arrangements for such 
an interview may also be made 
through the local banker, who will 
probably have knowledge of ot¬ 
her inquiries from the same dis¬ 
trict and who will thus be in an 
excellent position to represent the 
needs of his community. 

6. Parties proposing to make 
their own purchases at the stock 
yards should secure from their 
local banker a form upon which 
aoplication may be made for the 
payment of their travelling ex¬ 
penses. This, when completed, 
should be forwarded to Mr. John¬ 
son. 

. 7. Parties unable to visit the 
stockyards themselves but desir¬ 
ing to make a purchase should 
first secure from their local han¬ 
ker the list of commission men 
prepared and approved by the 
Winnipeg live stock exchange. 
Their order should then be sent 
direct to the firm which they sel¬ 
ect to handle it,or if preferred it 
may be forwarded to Mr. John¬ 
son who will himself transfer it 
the firm indicated. The repres¬ 
entative of the branch at the 
yards will give every assistance 
possible toward safeguarding the 
interest of the purchaser but will 
take no responsibility as regards 
the purchase or quality of the 
stock.

Land Values 

Will ten or twenty years see land 
value* come to rest? No man can 
tell. All depend* on how far the 
neighborhood hat already gone: how 
far it may further be developed. But 
the farmer buying land should have 
in mind the fact that he must justify 
his judgment by the profits made on 
the investment through farming ra¬ 
ther than the gain realised on the rise 
of land values. When we get to 
looking at farming from this stand¬ 
point, excluding speculation from 
our minds, it becomes clear that the 
mere size of the farm becomes sec¬ 
ondary to the droduction and net ah- 
nual income. The size alio depends 
upon the kind of farming followed, 
and upon our success in solving the 
labor problem. Where one can get 
labor he is going to operate as big a 
farm as his business ability will sllow. 
This holds true whether a grain, live 
stock or dairy farm be under consid¬ 
eration.—Farm Stock and Home.

His 
same happened to be Tommy Atkins 
snd whenever a deed of exceptional 
daring was performed during the Mu¬ 
tiny the doer was said to be a "regu¬ 
lar Tommy Atkins.“ Since then the 
expression has been used in a more 
general sense, and now applies to all 
the British soldiers.

Not ooly 
did the exports of meats of all kinds 
rise from 455,000,000 pounds in 1914 
to 133^.(100,000 pounds last year, but 
fresh beef shipments during the same ( 
period jumped from 6,400,000 pounds 
to 231.000,000 pounds. Most of this 
was consigned to the belligerent 
countries. Great Britain, France’and 
Italy taking 214,000,OOOypounds of 
American beef last year as against 
^onc at all iu the year before the 
war. 

I In other terms, the United States 
has exported to Europe during the 
two yeara of the war 29 times 
as much beef as in the two years im¬ 
mediately preceding the war, and this 
in the face of a decrease in the sup¬ 
ply of cattle and a decline of do¬ 
mestic imports of meat to less than 
half the amount of 1914. Is there any 
wonder that the price of meat (sr 
home consumption is higher than at 
any time aince the Civil War?—New 
York World.
